'are three reasons 
for this. First, 
there was a natural reason, the res- 
urrection of Jesus was a living pres- 
ent reality to these men. They had 
been eye-witnesses of 
His 
death. 
They had been eye-witnesses of His 
resurrected life. 
Th'ey 
had' been 


eye-witnesses of His ascension. To 
them it was "very real. They did not 
preach a doctrine merely—they de- 
clared a living present reality that 
was making glad their lives. Second, 
there was a logic reason, the res- 
urrection of Jesus was the only pow- 
er equal to the force's against them. 
The'forces in array against them, 
doubtless, kept them in constant re- 
liance uppn^their source of strength. 
They had :to meet the deep-rooted 
power of a lifeless religious cere- 
monial, and all history Sears testi- 
mony to the cruel malignity of a re-

I make oat my menus each 
Friday for the following week and 
hang them In the kitchen over the ta- 
ble, so I never have to waste an In- 
stant's time when I get down morn- 
ings wondering what to have for break- 
fast The first thing I do Is to grind 
the coffee. A white enamel coffee mill 
Is screwed to the wall with a glass 
canister fastened over the top holding 
the coffee and a graduated glass to 
catch and measure the coffee as it is 
ground. 


"You would be surprised at the time 


this article eaves. I open the door by 
the mill and take out the coffee pot, 
turn the coffee Into It and carry It and 
a little oven I bought for 50 cents to 
set over one gas burner to the stove. 
I set the coffee boiling, then take a 
tray out to the refrigerator and bring 
In at one time everything I am to use. 
Over the tal>le a shelf holds my break- 
fast set of -willow ware; under it, on 
hooks, hang the utensils. Suppose I 
am having this morning fruit, cereal, 
scrambled eggs and rolls. I take down 
two plates for the fruit, two cereal 
dishes, cups and saucers, butter plates 
and breakfast plates. I prepare the 
fruit, take the cereal out of the cooker 
and put It In the bowls, pour on the 
cream, put the cream in the cups, cut 
the butter, all without moving from 
the table. I take the fruit, cereal and 
butter Into the dining room on the 
tray. 
"By that time my husband has done 


his few chores and is ready to sit 
down. I put the rolls the baker leaves 
each morning In the little oven, leav- 
ing them right In the paper bag, 
scramble the eggs, pour the coffee and 
take them in on the tray. I make two 
trips to the dining room, one to the re-1 
frlgerator, and the rest-of the time I| 
hardly move from the table. A break- 
fast like this takes less than fifteen 
minutes. The whole secret lies in hav- 
ing things arrangedj for. On Sundays I 
always make popov,ers, muffins or .rolls 
and broil calves' liver and bacon, fish 
or make a Spanish omelette or hot 
cakes in •winter. Every other week r 
have toast which is made at the table. 
Doing things this way really makes 
getting breakfast interesting. At any 
rate. It is better than flying about the 
kitchen hot and excited, while husband | 
fitands, watch in hand, wondering if he j 
is going to get more than a cup of cof- 
fee 'Una* morning.'^
